Springfield, 111., May 9— Favorable 
weather conditions for farming op­ 
erations obtained during the week 
ending Monday. May 7, considerable 
plowing 
and 
some 
planting 
has 
been done. 
The average tempera­ 
ture for the week was slightly below 
the normal. 
The week opened warm 
maxima of 80 degrees and over being 
registered on the first. A cool wave 
pervaded the state at the close of the 
week, light killing frosts occurring 
in the southern district, and heavy 
killing frosts in the central and the 
northern districts. Low temperatures 
were recorded as follows: 33 degrees 
at Lanark on April 30th; 35 degrees 
and 36 degrees ¿ it Lanark and Knox­ 
ville, respectively, on the 3rd. The 
lowest temperatures occurred on the 
morning of the 7th, but they are not 
covered by reports received. 
Precipitation, mostly in the form 
of thundershowers, was very scatter­ 
ed, some localities receiving exces­ 
sive amounts., while the fall in other 
places was very deficient.
